6--| Special]^—Ex-Chan- 
cellor Capri vi, of the German empire, 
died this nr.prning at Skiren, Prussia. 


He was born at Charlottenburg on the 


24th of February; 1831, and was edu 
cated at Berlin, and in 1849 entered the 
army, becoming a second lieutenant in 
the succeeding year. He rose rapidly in 
rank, and in 1884 was made'chief of the 
admiralty, and set himself to .work re- 
organizing-the German navy. For his 
services, in this direction he was pro- 
moted to be commanding general of the 
tenth army .corps in Hanover, and a 
short time afterwards was made a full 
general of-infantry. 
%On the retirement 


of Bismarck in '1890 Caprivi succeeded 
him as imperial chancellor, Prussian 
minister-president, and minister of for- 
eign affaire. 
He devoted himself assidu- 


ously to improving the condition and 
increasing the strength of the "army, In 
1891 he was made a count by the em- 
peror.

FIGHT TO GOON. 


1'lnns tald at Cabinet Moetlnr to Cro.h 


Washington, Feb. 6.—instructions 


will be sent to Maj.-Gen. Otis direct- 
ing him to follow-up his victory over 
the insurgents and to crush the power 
of Aguinaldo in the Philippines.

No More Shlpi Needed.

York, Feb. 6.—Commodore 


Philips, in command of the Brooklyn 
navy yards, was deeply Interested in 
r-he announcement that the Insurgents 
had attacked the city of Manila.

BABY'S PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


thlm Is the Latent Fad for the Distrac- 


tion of Mathers. 


Physical culture for the babies is the 
ery latest thing with the up-to-date 


mothers of society, says the New York 
Herald. Of course, it must be inferred 
from this that children In arms are 
being instructed in the use of horizon- 
tal bars. Nor has the boxing master 
quite supplanted the nursery'maid. In- 
dian clubs and dumbbells have not al- 
together eclipsed the time-honored rat- 
tle and tooth ring, and yet it looks 
as though things, were shaping them- 
selves in that direction. In .Carnegie 
Hal], that picturesque abiding place of 
eccentric bachelor maids with artistic; 
tendencies, and lone women who man- 
age to keep the wolE away fro~m the 
brown-stone portals in many curious 
ways,'is the "studio" of Mrs. Jennie 
Conell. Mrs. Conell is an instructor in 
physical culture for children, and her 
services are much in demand among 
the mothers of the rich. She numbers 
among her infantile pupils the children 
of some of New York's first- families, 
and I gathered from a. conversation I 
had with her the other day that .her 
profession is rather a lucrative one. 
She teaches grown persons, too, but 
they are not nearly such interesting 
pupils as the little tots. 
Mrs. Con'eJl 


| told me that children could not begin 
'too young to understand the underly- 
ing principles of physical culture. Her 
youngest pupil, is now a boy of. 6 and 
he has been under her tuition for two 
years. On the other hand, some of her 
pupils-are, women of 50, and one is 65. 
'In very .young .children," said Mrs. 
Conell, "the first thing is to teach the 
proper poise of the body. 
They should 


'.earn how to hold themselves how to 
stand upon their feet correctly; Breath- 
ing comes next, and that is not so easy. 
The child should be carefully Instruct- 
ed to breathe through the nose. Then 
•omes the building up'.-'of the 
body. 


This may be accomplished by a'course 
In calisthenics, always being careful to 
study the child's endurance^- so as not 
to overtax .Its strength. The Delsarte 
System and the old system of physical 
culture advanced by Dr. Dio Lewis are 
also employed by me. When the chil- 
dren become more advanced'I take up 
the clubs and other mild forms of de- 
veloping the muscles, and for the boys 
I instruct ln*fencing, using round sticks 
In place of foils, as a matter of precau- 
tion against possible injury. 
. .. 


"In calisthenics, or any other form 


of exercise where both sides of the 
body are employed, I try to use the 
left more than the right. I do this to 
try and equalize the natural develop- 
ment, for most persons are* more great- 
ly developed on the right side of the 
body than on the left. .It seems to me 
It would be a good thing if we could 
teach children to be ambidextrous. By 
being able to use both 
hands 
with 


equal-facility, as in piano playing, we 
wouldn't be such lop-sided creatures." 
Mrs. Gonellis thinking of organizing 
classes" for children. As yet- she has 
confined herself to private-instruction,

^iL.0 MANUSCRIPT INK. 


Recipe from Which an Excellent Quality 


Cnu Be Made. 


• "While examining a large number of 
old manuscripts of an old scribe, some 
twenty-five years ago," said a well- 
known New York librarian recently to 
.a Washington Star man, "I was struck 
with the. clearness and legibility of 
the writing, owing, in great measure, 
to the permanent quality of-the ink,. 
which had not faded in the least, al- 
though many of. the manuscripts were 
nearly 200 years old. It was remarked, 
too, that the writer must have been 
celebrated in his day; for his cal- 
ligraphy, for I met with a letter or 
two from his correspondents in which 
there was a request for a recipe of the 
ink he used. I 
found -his recipes, 


which I. copied, and from one of them, 
dated in 1658, I have during the last 
eighteen years made all the ink I have 
used. The recipe reads 
as follows: 


Rainwater, 1 gallon; galls, bruised, ] 
pound; green copperas, % pound, gunr 
arable, 10 ounces, 5 drams, 1 scruple.

can. The Americans replied by a heavj 
fire, but in the darkness they could 
have little knowledge of its effect.

ceeded in silencing the siege guns of 
the Filipinos.

Washington, Feb. 6.—Whatever may 


be the result of the vote whicli is to 
be taken in the senate to-day on the 
ratification of the peace treaty, with 
Spain, the subject of the relations of 
this country to the Philippine islands 
undoubtedly will be the 
uppermost 


topic in the senate during the week. 
The hostile demonstration of .the Fili- 
pino forces under Aguinaldo renders 
this 
result inevitable. 
This occur- 


rence has had-the effect of .intensify- 
ing "the feeling in the senate which 
had grown out of. the controversy over 
the treaty. For the present all inter- 
est centers in the outcome of the vote 
on the treaty. 
This vo'te will 'mark 


the close of one of the most memorable 
contests that ever occurred in the sen- 
ate. 


The first vote will be on amend- 


ments. Of these the only important 
one yet offered is by Mr. Vest,. placing 
the Philippines on the same basis as 
Cuba. .The vote will then be taken 
upon the treaty itself. 
A favorable 


vote on the part of two-thirds of the 
members of the senate is necessary to 
secure ratification. Hence, with a full 
membership of the senate, sixty votes 
will be necessary to secure a favorable 
result. The friends of the treaty are 
counting very confidently upon secur- 
ing these votes. When the senate; ad- 
journed Saturday they lacked only two 
votes of having the necessary number, 
and the general opinion among the ad- 
vocates of. the treaty 'is that the hos- 
tilities in Manila will have the effect 
of bringing a sufficient 
number to 


their standard to insure a favorable re- 
sult. The opponents of the treaty do 


j not 'concede their defeat, but some of 
them privately confess uneasiness over 
the result as the .effect of the Manila 
engagement. 


Urgent Megangeil to Hale. 


Augusta, Me., Feb. 6.—Strenuous ef- 


forts are being made' to induce Senator 
Hale to vote for the ratification of the 
peace treaty. Gov. Powers and oth°er
